TRANSVAAL. 


The “ British and South African Export Gazette ” of the 5th ult. 
Tobacco states that the growing dimensions of the 
Pong tobacco industry throughout South Africa, and 
®rY- the attention which is being directed to it, 
especially in the Transvaal and Rhodesia, is creating a demand for 
machinery and appliances, not only on the farms, but for the 
manufacture of the leaf into tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, snuff, &c. 
Manufacturers of these appliances would therefore do well to brin 
without delay their specialities prominently before the Sout 
African public, and for the moment more especially before that 
of the Transvaal, as the activity of enterprise in that Colony is 
specially marked. Its tobacco has long been famous, and enormous 
crops are grown each year. 


The same paper also states that the repatriation of the Boers and 
. their re-settlement on the land is having the 
anticipated effect of largely the 
rene os: demand for agricultural implements of various 
kinds, and it is satisfactory to note that the district boards en- 
trusted with this work are age their orders for the necessa 
implements with British firms. e new irrigation schemes whic 
are contemplated will likewise involve considerable further orders 
of many classes of material, for which, however, fewer guarantees 
seem to be offered that British manufacturers will be uniformly 
favoured in the placing of the orders. Among irrigation schemes 
on the eve of realisation is that on the Vaal River, attributed to 
the initiation of the Transvaal Land Board. It is in contemplation 
to construct a small canal five miles above Christiania, and running 
rallel with the river for 25 miles in the direction of Fourteen 
treams, to irrigate some 30,000 acres of fertile soil. The cost of 
this work is estimated at 30,0001. Small holdings will be given 
on this land to settlers on terms, with option of becoming owners 
after three years’ occupation. Another irrigation scheme is due 
to the initiative of the Northern Transvaal Co., which — to 
A 
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lay out a large tract of land called Springbok Flats, on the east 
of Warmbaths, and erect the necessary irrigation works. The 
supply of the farming implements in these cases will, presumably, 
be a matter of private purchase and will doubtless be furnished 
from local or coast stores. It is, according to the “ British and 
South African Export Gazette,” in anticipation of meeting this 
demand that American manufacturers are now flooding the country 
with consignments of agricultural implements, and it is added that 
English implement makers would do well to review their arrange- 
ments if they are not to be driven from the field altogether.

The manufacturer is asked 
also (1) to quote the full cost in Mexican dollars, as laid down at 
Wenchow, of the machinery ; (2) to estimate the extent of ground 
oe for the proper working of the mill.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
AUGUST, 1902. 


I—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for August, 1902, show a decrease in the 
value as compared with the corresponding month of 1901 of the 
Imports into the United Kingdom, an increase in the value of 
the Exports of British produce and a decrease in the value of 
the Exports of foreign and Colonial merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in August, 1902, was 40,412,5711., 
a decrease of 524,5691., or 1:3 per cent., as compared with 
those in August, 1901, whilst the total Exports amounted to 
29,998,466/., showing a net decrease of 374,058/. The Exports 
of British produce alone show an increase of 94,2571., or *4 per 
cent., as compared with August, 1901, whilst there is a decrease 
of 468,3151., or 7°6 per cent. in the Exports of foreign and 
Colonial merchandise.

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THE COAL AND COALFIELDS OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


The following information respecting the coal and coalfields ot 
South Africa Ca been received at the Board of Trade from the 
Imperial Institute :— 

The coal mines in South Africa are all worked either by com- 
panies or individuals. 


Cape Colony.—The coal-producing areas may be divided into four 
districts. The first district, which comprises the largest coal mine 
in the colony—the Indwe Mine, owned by the Indwe Railway, 
Colliery and Land Company, Limited, and furnishing about half 
the total output of the colony. It is connected with the main 
railway line at Sterkstroom by a branch, 664 miles in length, built 
by the company. The second largest producing district comprises 
the mines of the Cyphergat Coal Mining Company, Limited, the 
Wallsend Colliery Company, Limited, the Fairview Coal Mining 
Company Se siege are suspended here at present), and the 
Sterkstroom Mines, where not much work has been done as yet. 
The third area comprises the mines in the Molteno district: 
Penshaw and Paardekraal mines are worked by the Penshaw 
Collieries, Limited, the others are owned by private individuals. 
Molteno No. 1 has been worked for many years, and has produced 
considerable quantities of coal. It is connected with the railway 
by a short line built by the owner of the mine. Sieradzfontein 
Mine is close to Molteno No. 1, and in 1898 had the largest output 
in the district. Penshaw is close to Molteno, and Paardekraal is 
about three miles to the south-west. The fourth district is the 
smallest and includes: (a) the Romansfontein, which is a 
private mine 12 miles south-west of Molteno, and six miles 
from the terminus of the Cape Collieries Railway. (The carriage 
to Molteno, 5s, per ton, is a great drawback, and hinders 
the output very much.) (l)) The mines of the Cape Collieries, 
Limited, whose principal work is on the farm of Zeekoegat. 
Other mines of this Company are the Speedwell and Silkstone 
Collieries on the Zandfontein farm. The Company has built a 
railway of 174 miles to the main line four miles west of Stormberg 
Junction. (c) Contat’s Collieries have been idle for some time, 
the company being in liquidation. , 


Natal.—The coal deposits of Natal are situated in the extreme 
northern portion of the colony, the southern limit being a line 
drawn east and west about 12 miles north of Ladysmith. Outside 
this area coal has been found in small quantities near Estcourt 
and on the coast northward from Mount Edgecombe, but up to the 
present only in thin seams of no practical value. In the northern 
district the deposits lie almost horizontally from 3,800 to 4,000 
feet above the sea level. On the other side of the mountains, coal 
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has been found near Charlestown and at Volksrurst in the 
Transvaal. About a dozen seams of coal have been discovered, 
but only four or five of these are workable. The Dundee district 
is at present the best developed area, and here the seams go up to 
four feet six inches in thickness, and yield coal of good quality. 
Further north, between Dundee and Ingagane, prospecting opera- 
tions have revealed seams of good coal up to six feet in thickness 
which were just being developed previous to the war. In the 
Newcastle district, both the quality of the coal and the thickness 
-of the seams is very variable. The principal producing mines are 
the Dundee Collieries, Natal Navigation Collieries, those of the 
St. George’s Colliery Company, the Elandslaagte Collieries, and 
the Natal Marine Collieries. 


Rhodesia.—The coalfield is situated some 180 miles north-west 
of Buluwayo, and is known to extend over 400 square miles. The 
seams vary from 5 feet to 16 feet in width, and as the coal lies 
~within 40 feet of the surface it will be worked by means of inclines 
instead of shafts. In so large an area the quality naturally varies, 
but it is claimed that the coal is better than that now in use in the 
Cape Colony, Natal, and the Transvaal. 


Zululand.—Coal prospecting has been carried on on the coast of 
Zululand to the south of the Umlalazi River. Almost all the work 
has been done by one of the Government drills. The results 
cannot so far be. termed satisfactory. 

No sections of bores can be obtained in England at present. 
Several illustrations of sections of bores for coal in Natal may be 
seen in the report on the Mining Industry of Natal for the year 
1901. Outcrops are mentioned on the Indwe, Cyphergat, Penshaw, 
and other fields.

The output of coal in Natal for 1901 shows a great increase on. 
the output of the last working-year’s record (1898). The figures 
for the last five years are :—-1897, 243,960 tons; 1898, 387,811 
tons; 1899, 328,580 tons; 1900, 241,330 tons ; and 1901, 569,200 
tons. 

The export of coal from Natal in 1901 amounted to 204,788 
tons, of which 55,757 tons were exported from Durban by sea, 
1,865 tons overland to Orange River and Transvaal Colonies, and 
247,166 tons were bunkered by vessels at Durban. ‘The total 
output of the collieries being 569,200 tons, it will be seen that 
264,412 tons were either consumed or stocked in Natal. 146,234 
tons of colonial coal were consumed on the Natal Government 
Railways during 1901. 

The output of the Cape Collieries in 1898 was 191,858 tons. 

The development of the coal areas and prospecting for new 
deposits is going on steadily. 

The largest market for coal in South Africa is that of the 
Witwatersrand Goldfields. For the coal of Natal, the. bunkering 
trade of Durban has furnished the largest market up to the present, 
the Natal Government Railways being the next largest consumers. 
The demand in South Africa for its coal is equal to the supply. 
Nearly all the mines can readily sell all the coal they can produce, 
and most of them would increase their output if labour were more | 
plentiful. Many of the companies suffer from the scarcity of 
labour. 

The railway system, on the whole, affords fair facilities for the 
development of the coalfields. 

The Committee on Coal for railway purposes in 1899 recom- 
mended a reduction of the tariff for conveyance of colonial coal in 
return-empties coastwise from the rate of 4d. to 3d. per ton 
per mile from Stormberg to East London, and from Rosmead 
to Port Elizabeth and via De Aar to Capetown, and the rate of 3d. 


per ton per mile to operate only for the distance from Sterkstroom 
via Stormberg Junction to Rosmead Junction ; and that all these 
rates should be also for intermediate stations en route to the ports. 
They did not recommend a reduction of the existing rate for coal 
northwards. In making these recommendations the Committee. 
were of opinion that, if accepted, they would lead to the use of: 
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colonial coal in a very considerabl ter de and for a great 
many more new than it and ada 
to the net revenue of the colonial railways and would enable the 
consumer to obtain colonial coal at a cheaper rate. 

The following are some notes, from the report of the Committee 
of the Cape Parliament on the use of colonial coal on colonial 
railways, which reported in 1899. 

It appeared that there was a disposition on the part of the loco- 
motive department of colonial railways in favour of the exclusive 
use of Welsh and Viljoen’s Drift (Transvaal) coal. 

The descriptions of coal in use in 1899 were Indwe (84,000 tons), 
Stormberg (54,000 tons), Viljoen’s Drift (120,000 tons), and Welsh 
Ocean Merthyr (106,770 tons). Colonial coals were used with 
economical advantage for railway purposes, as against imported 
coals, at East London. Colonial coal could also be used with 
economical advantage over Welsh coal at Port Elizabeth, but for 
running passenger trains up to time, a mixture of two-thirds of 
colonial coal with one-third Welsh coal was more economical than 
the use of colonial coal alone. Colonial coals could not be used 
with advantage over imported coal at Capetown. 

It was anticipated that in the near future Natal coal would be 
delivered at Port Elizabeth and Capetown at a price comparing 
favourably with Welsh coal; in such case the Committee recom- 
mend that Natal coal should be taken in preference to Welsh coal. 

In connection with the Cape Collieries Company’s private line 
of railway, the Committee were of opinion that, with the view of 
encouraging the coal industry, and of securing to the public of the 
district through which the line runs the advantage of the said 
railway, steps should be taken to ascertain if the company was 
prepared to grant a reasonable tariff, in which case the Committee 
recommended that the Government should grant a subsidy on the 
same conditions as in former subsidies to private lines.

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The Annual Report for 1901 of the British Chamber of 
Commerce of Egypt states that the imports of piece-goods and 
yarns for 1901 show an increase in nearly all branches over those 
of the preceding year. The total of 28,780 packages—the largest 
quantity yet imported in 12 months—is divided into 23,723 
packages of piece-goods, and 5,057 packages of yarns. 

Although Great Britain continues to send the bulk of the piece- 
goods in general, there is a remarkable advance in the imports of 
cotton flannelettes from the Continent. The returns would tend 
to show that British makers of this article cannot compete against 
their Continental rivals as they have supplied only £E13,828 5 
worth against £E£73,312 worth from Italy, Austria, and Germany. 

The figures for yarns include 1,751 bales from Italy, consisting 
almost entirely of the grey and bleached sewings, attempts to intro- 
duce Italian single yarns not having met with much success so 
far. It also includes 184 bales single yarns from India. The 
importation of yarns from India is the chief feature of the year. 

~ There is some reason to suppose that these 184 bales represent 
only the quantity arrived at Alexandria, in consequence of the 
Suez returns not being yet available. 

In spite of the large arrivals which make 1901 a record year, it , 
is doubtful whether merchants or traders can regard it with the 
same satisfaction as they regarded its immediate predecessor. 
There is evidence that the large imports were in excess of the 
demand. The market became overstocked, and great eagerness to 

--sell_ was-displayed with the usual deplorable results. The year 
closed with somewhat heavy stocks which may, or may not, leave 
a margin on the right side, and with the market in a condition 
which cannot be truthfully described as healthy. 

During the year the local mills have started work, and seem to 
-find-no difficulty in disposing of their produce. As this produce q 
will have to be distributed in Egypt, it will naturally affect the j 
imports from Manchester in proportion to its importance.

FRANCE—NEW CALEDONIA. 


The British Acting-Consul in New Caledonia, in a recent report to 
HE Te the Foreign Office, states that during the last 
12 months great improvements have been made 
P No ““" .in the harbour of Noumea. 
ems The stone wharf has been considerably ex- 
tended and is now 507 yardslong. Work is being continued, and 
the ultimate length will be 700 yards. 
Besides this, a pier is to be built to enable the mail steamers to 
discharge cargo thereat instead of into lighters as is now necessary. 
Work on the dry dock has been commenced, and the French 
Government has granted a subsidy of 48,0001. for it. However, 
by a recent decision of the local government, work on the dry dock 
has been postponed again, as a larger subsidy is required from 
the French Government. 
Two dredges have been ordered from France for Noumea 
harbour and certain river bars, and are expected here by the end 
of the year. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,891.) 


CONGO FREE STATE. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a

Cong ¥: reduction of 60 per cent. in the first-class _rail- 

way fares and of 50 per cent. in the second-class fares on the line 
from the Ist July last. 

The Consul observes that this reduction will. be of great effect, 
and should do much to facilitate public movement upon the Congo 
Railway. The fares, which stood on the Ist July, 1901, at 
500 francs first-class Matadi to Leopoldville, and 50 frances second- 
class will now be reduced to 200 francs first-class and 25 francs 
second-class for the complete distance. 

Mr. Casement continues :—‘ How greatly a reduction of the 
passenger fares has heen needed on the Congo Railway need 
not now be insisted on—they have been at the high figure 
at which they stood up to the Ist ult., a complete check 
upon travelling on the railway to Stanley Pool. How great 
a check can perhaps be realised by comparing the figures of 
the colonial railway at Sierra Leone with those of the Congo 
Railway. In 1900 the Sierra Leone Railway was open to 
55} miles from Freetown; over that distance, during the last six 
months of 1900, 60,400 passengers were carried. The Congo 
Railway was constructed before the Sierra Leone Railway and was 
running for at least five years before the latter began to carry 
passengers. During the whole of the year July, 1899, to June,

Gulf of Mexico. Lloyd Steamship Line, for the establishment of 


a regular monthly service between the ports of 
Tampico. Vera Cruz, and any other of the following Mexican 
ports on the Gulf of Mexico: Coatzacoalcos, Frontera, Laguna, 
or Progreso; and Bremen, Antwerp, one or more Spanish ports, 
and one or more Cuban ports. 

The Company binds itself to carry for the Mexican Government, 
free of charge, between any of the above-mentioned ports, all mail 
matter, as well as ten metric tons of merchandise, either from or 
to Mexican ports. 

In return for carrying the mails and the free transport of the 
ten tons of merchandise for the Government above alluded to, the 
vessels of the Company shall be exempted from the payment of 
40 per cent. of the tonnage dues established by the Decree of 
Ist July, 1898. The vessels of the Company are also allowed to 
carry on a coasting trade in accordance with Article 293 of the 
Customs Ordinance. The Company is permitted to keep at the 
ports where their vessels touch, the necessary lighters, boats, and 
tugs which may be required for the proper service of their line, 
which will be allowed the privileges granted by this contract. 

The contract is to remain in force for three years from the date 
of publication and can be extended for a similar period should 
neither of the parties denounce it in the meantime.

Consul adds that immense quantities of phosphates exist all over 
the country. 

The British Vice-Consul at Oran reports that some 160 tons of 
phosphate were shipped in 1901. Several deposits have been 
discovered and only require capital to develop them. These 
phosphates are of the crystalline quality, not amorphous, as in the 
province of Constantine. They are especially adapted for the 
manufacture of superphosphate.

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NEW CALEDONIA. 
The British Acting Consul at New Caledonia reports that the 
ilou Copper Mines, the property of the Mines 
Mining Industry. de Cuivre, Limited, have ceased working on 
account of the great fall in the price of copper. 
A great many British miners were employed by this company, 
and most of them have left the colony since the stoppage of work. 

Nickel mining is becoming more important every year, and 
besides the French company, Le Nickel, and the Nickel Cor- 
poration, Limited, of London, the Americans have now acquired 
large interests in New Caledonia, and a considerable development 
is expected in the near future. 

The question of the local treatment of the New Caledonian 
nickel ore is also under consideration, but no definite conclusion 
on the feasibility of this has as yet been arrived at. 

The demand for chrome ore is also increasing, and a great many 
new chrome mines have been opened during the last 12 months. 

‘he demand for cobalt ore is also considerably on the increase, 
and a great many new mines are being opened. The value of 
this ore has considerably increased during the past year. Cobalt 
ore, containing 4 per cent. of protoxide of cobalt, was sold last 
year at the rate of 5/. 4s. per ton, and is now quoted locally at 
181. 4s. per ton, a rise of 81. per ton. 

A company has recently been formed in Paris for the thorough 
prospecting of the New Caledonian coalfields, and surveying 
operations are to be commenced shortly. 

The Consul adds that altogether the prospects of New Caledonian 
mining are most promising. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 2,891.)

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CHINA. 


The United States ouoeh at Tientsin, under date of the 26th June 
setae last, reports that there are four principal kinds 
ae of ginseng known to the trade—the native, 
Ginseng. which comes from Kirin and its neighbourhood ; 
the Korean, the American, and the Japanese. 
Miraculous healing properties are ascribed to the Kirin ginseng, 
and it commands a very high price, the best specimens being sold 
at 200 to 600 times their weight in silver. Only the wealthy, of 
course, can indulge in this costly drug, but such is the faith of all 
classes of China in the life-giving virtues of the plant that even 
the poorer classes make tremendous sacrifices to obtain it in cases 
of emergency. Owing to the immense demand and the limited 
supply in the wild state, the farmers near Kirin are doing a 
thriving business in cultivating ginseng, although it commands 
only a fraction of the price that is paid for it in a wild condition. 

Korean ginseng is next in cost, the prices ranging from 5 dols. 
to 75 dols.* per catty (14 lbs.), according to size and quality. 
The consumption of Korean ginseng is said to be enormous, 
but no statistics are available, as most of it is smuggled over the 
border from Korea to China. 

American ginseng is becoming more widely known and more 
popular every year, especially in the southern provinces.. In the 
last few years, the prices paid for it have more than doubled.

The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
of Trade has been established with a view to meet the constantly increas- 
ing demand for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, 


this new branch, the Board of Trade were largely influenced by the recom- 
mendations contained in the Report* of a Departmental Committee com- 
posed not only of representatives of the various Government Departments 
concerned, but also of prominent representatives of commercial interests, 
which was appointed in July, 1897. The Committee referred to was re- 
quested to consider and advise (1) as to the best means of collecting and 
of disseminating among those interested prompt and accurate information 
a commercial subjects, and (2) as to the collection of samples, especially 
of goods of foreign manufacture competing with British productions, 
and the exhibition of such samples to manufacturers and traders in this 
country. As a result of their deliberations the Committee recommended 
under head (1) the establishment of a new office, under the Board of Trade, 
on lines which the Board have followed generally in the creation of the 
Intelligence Branch, and this Branch is consequently intended to become 
a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest shall 
be collected and focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, 
it is the duty of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford 
information in reply.to all/inquiries on commercial matters which may 
be addressed to it, whether written or verbal. 

The office, which is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, 8.W., was opened on the 23rd October, 1899 ; its principal officer 
(under the Controller-General of the Commercial, Statistical, and Labour 
Departments of the Board of Trade) being Mr. T. Worthington, who 
recently acted as Special Commissioner to the Board in an inquiry into 
the condition and prospects of British trade in certain South American 
countries. The “Intelligence Branch” will endeavour, on application 
being made to it, to supply information with regard to the following sub- 
jects, viz.:—Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign and 
Colonial Tariffs ; Excise and.‘‘ Consumption” duties; Port, Harbour, and 
Tonnage dues, and other charges on Shipping; Customs Regulations; 
Consular Fees; Forms of Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning 
Commercial Travellers; Trading Licenses; Foreign and Colonial Con- 
tracts open to Tender; Foreign and Colonial Bounties; Lists of Firms 
abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities, §c., §¢. 
An inquiry Room, at which copies of official publications, directories, anid 
other works of reference may be consulted, is reserved at the offices of the 
Branch for the convenience of personal applicants. 

The “Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected'by the Branch and intended for general in- 
formation is conveyed to the public. The Journal, which, up to the close 
of 1899, was issued monthly at the price of 6d., is now issued weekly 
at the price of 1d.
